In a liesh effort to reduce the 
number of highway accident . the* It 
C.M.P. lias initiated a close check cm 
glaring headlights, according to .in¬ 
to illation received by officials of the 
Albeita Motor Association. 

The police have comp eted a sui 
vey ol the causes of accidents on the 
highways. Tills reveals that the 
majority have been caused by glar¬ 
ing headlights, or at least they have 
been the contributing factor in a 
great percentage of cases involving 
loss of life or physical injury and 
propoi ty damage. 

Thus police have decided to en 
force regulations dealing with glar¬ 
ing headlights. 

The Vehicle and Highways Traffic 
Act provides that “On approaching 
or being approached by another veh¬ 
icle proceeding in the opposite direct¬ 
ion. and when within not less than 
2«>n yards of It. any person in charge 
of a motor vehicle w hether in motion 
or stationary which is equipped with 
electric headlamps shall dim or drop 
such headlamps.”
